The Official Letter is based on patent claim 1, newly filed in the submission of July 31, 
2002. 

With respect to the use of angular velocity sensors for correcting camera shaking, citation 
(3) is cited. Using the signal of an angular velocity sensor for correcting is known from 
column 1, line 32 to column 2, line 13 of this citation. 

In view of the sum of the prior art known, the subject of claim 1 is based on an inventive 
step and claim 1 can form the basis for the grant of a patent. 

The Applicant is asked to submit sub-claims adapted to the new patent claim 1 as well as 
adapted independent claim 13, and to take the demonstrated prior art (1) to (3) into account 
in an introduction to the introductory part of the description. 

The grant of a patent cannot yet be decided on the strength of the documents currently on
